# 
Softens Charges as 
Made in Senate 
On Lattimore and 
Couple of Others 


WASHINGTON, April 8 
— (iP) ■— Senator McCarthy, 
in a new attack on the State 
Department, today omitted 
his specific charges of spy­ 
ing and Communism, and 
the State Department as­ 
serted he was now “ bleating 
like a lamb.” 
And Owen J . Lattimore declar­ 
ed that the Wisconsin Republican 
Senator’s speech amounted to a 
retraction of his accusation that 
Lattimore is the top Soviet agent 
in the State Department. 
In a public speech at Passaic, 
N. J ., where he did nft have the 
immunity from suits which sur­ 
rounds remarks in the Senate, 
McCarthy noticeably softened his 
charges against Lattimore and two 
State Department employes. 
For example, he said that Lat- 
timore, J ohns Hopkins university 
Far Eastern expert, is “ selling our 
State 
Deparhnent” 
a 
program 
'identical to the planks in the 
platform of the C o m m u n i s t 
party.” 
Drops Immiinity Cloak 
Tonight J ohn E. Peurifox, the 
State Department's security chief, 
issued a statement saying: 
“ Senator McCarthy roared like 
a lion when he wore the cloak of 
congressional immunity, flow he 
discards his immunity, strikes the 
^pose of a hero and bleats like 
a lamb. 
“ When he dropped his cloak of 
immunity, he also dropped the 
substance of his first charges.” 
Those accusations were made 
nrifinally in two speeches on the 
Senate floor, one last February 
and the other a little more than 
a weak ago, and before a Senate 
ecHnmittee where he also had im­ 
munity.

Pauiiioy did not refer ’at all to 
LattimOTe, who the department 
says has never he&t employed by 
it. 
Lattimore spoke up for him­ 
self, declaring in a statement that 
McCarthy's speech today was “ a 
retraction of his libelous and fan­ 
tastic accusations.” 
Specifically, McCarthy did not 
repeat his charges that Lattimore, 
whom he has called a top archi­ 
tect of U. S. Far Eastern policy, 
is a Russian espionage agent and 
a Communist party member or a 
immer one. 
Aaaalla J essup and Service 
McCarthy in his speech renew­ 
ed his attack on Philip C. J essup, 
right hand adviser to Secretary of 
State Acheson, and J ohn S. Ser­ 
vice, U. S. diplomat. 
He failed also to repeat some 
of his charges against J essup and 
Service.

Tydings immediately repeated 
his conclusion announced yester­ 
day which he said Is riiared by 
four of the five members of a aub- 
committee hearing the accusaticms 
made by Senator McCarthy (R- 
Wis). 
Hickenloper, the fifth commit­ 
teeman who today looked into tha 
FBI’s summary of Lattimora’s loy­ 
alty file, declared in 
a statemant 
that the announced conclusion Is 
not warranted by the information 
presented. 
Hickenlooper said he himself 
has not reached any conclusion on 
the case of the Far Eastern expert 
who McCarthy asserts is Russia's 
biggest spy in America. The Iowa 
senator said a full check of the 
actual file—not the FBI’s sum­ 
mary of it—together with all other 
“ available information” is assant- 
ial before reaching a decision. 
Thia coincides with the conten­ 
tion of McCarthy who says his 
whole array of charges of Com­ 
munism in the state department 
will stand or fall on tha Lattimora 
case. But President Truman has 
reaffirmed his stand that Congress 
isn’t going to go looking into FBI 
files. 
Makes Prompt Reply 
Tydings, chairman of the foreign 
relations subcommittee conducting 
the inquiry, said in a statement at 
Hot Springs, Va., tonight in reply 
to Hickenlooper: 
1. Two weeks ago all commit­ 
teemen but Hickenlooper (he was 
out of town) heard read in the 
presence of FBI Director J . Edgar 
Hoover a complete summary of tha 
FBI file on Lattimore. 
2. Then “ we exchanged certain 
opinions. Subsequent to that Sen­ 
ator Lodge 
(R-Mass) made a 
speech on the floor of the Sonata 
in which he said that no ne of tho 
charges made by Senator McCar­ 
thy had thus far been proved.” 
3. 
“ Obviously 
therefore, 
the 
other four members 
(Senators 
Green, Rhode Islgnd Democrat,

5. “ I notice that Senator Hick­ 
enlooper doesn’t say that the file

Tydings announced his conclu­ 
sions yesterday after Lattimore 
had spent three hours defending 
himself from what he termed Mc­ 
Carthy’s “ base and contemptible 
Ues.” 
Look At Sttnmiary 
Today Hickenlooper went to the 
justice department and got a look 
for the first time at the FBI sum­ 
mary on Lattimore.

WASHINGTON — (NEAf— If 
Hawaii and Alaska are granted 
•tatehood, the first and biggest 
effect in the U.S. will be a tre­ 
mendous boom in the flag-making 
businesl!* Itll mean 
scrapping 
every American flag and bujdng 
new ones with two stars added. 
As far as the Alaskans and 
Hawaiiens go, it’ll mean higher 
tasMS for thrin. They will have 
to start paying for some func­ 
tions of a state government which 
are now paid for by Uncle Sam. 
But as far as the average U.S. 
citismi is concerned, those two 
important territories could join 
the federal fraternity without any- 
one noticing it. Hawaiian pine­ 
apple and Alaskan salmon would 
cost Just as much. A vacaticm on 
Waikiki Beach would be just as 
elusive to the average pocketbook 
and a summer’s jaunt to the 
**state*’ of Alaska WdÙd bè just 
as difficult. 
Nor would you See. a lot of 
Alaskans or lei-decked Hawaiiens 
suddenly migrating to Kalamazoo. 
They’ve been U.S. citizens for 


many years with the privilege to 
live or travel any place in 
America. 
m o m 
The U.S. Senate, however, is the 
American institution which would 
be most immediately affected. It 
would get four new members with 
full privileges of unlimited de­ 
bate. And that’s where the rub 
comes in the last step to state­ 
hood. Some members feel it would 
give Alariia and Hawaii more of 
a voice in American affairs than 
thrir population . and importance 
now warrant. That thought may 
be the biggest stumbling block 
to final congressional approval of 
statehood. 
The big House of Representa- 


tives, which would only get three 
new members, one frô m Alaska 
and two from Hawaii, has twice 
voted to give the Pacific Paradise 
statehood. And recently, for the 
first time, it voted to give Alaska 
that privilege. Senate action is 
all that’s needed now. 
After Senate apinroval, consti­ 
tutional conventions would have 
to be called in both territories 
to organize state governments and 
write constitutions. If the Presi­ 
dent then approved them, state­ 
hood would be automatic. 
• 
• 
• 
Alaskans would feel the extra 
cost of their own state govern­ 
ment most. The U. S. Treasury 
pays about one-quarter of a mil­ 
lion dollars a year for Alaska’s 
court system and a half million 
dollars caring for the insane there 
The $20,000,000 a year spent on 
roads in Alaska would probably 
continue to be paid by Uncle Sam 
Hawaii’s 5 40,000 citizens wouk 
have to shoulder only an addi­ 
tional quarter of a million which 
the U.S. spends there for some 
judges’ salaries and othar minor 
administrative matters. 
In 1894 Hawaii became a re­ 
public, patterned after that of the 
UJS. In 1898 the islands were an­ 
nexed and in 1900 the present ter­ 
ritorial status was fixed. Today 
it has a population greater than 
six states and nearly equal to 
four others. 
Alaska’s permanent population 
is estimated to be 70,000 white 
American 
citizens 
from every 
state and 30,000 Indians and Eki- 
mos. Almost half of the present 
states come into the Union widi 
fewer people than Alaska has.

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Ü. S. Tramp Shipping Seeks 
Aid to Keep Fro m Sinking 


The American flag on tramp freighters Is fast shrinking. 
By NEA Servlee 
NEW YORK —America’s tramp 
shipping industry, little more than 
three years old, is facing an early 
death unless the federal govern­ 
ment comes to its rescue. 
Virtually non-existent since the 
old clipper ship days, U. S. tramp 
shipping suddenly came to life at 
the end of World War II. Uberty 
and victory ships built in great 
numbers for the war began carry­ 
ing millions of tons of post war 
relief and recovery materials to 
Europe and other continents. 
At the peak in June, 1947, near­ 
ly 1500 tramp steamers employ­ 
ing 60,000 American seamen were 
engaged in this traffic. It was a 
far cry from pre-war times when 
the one-third of U. S. commerce 
carried in tramps was transported 
entirely in foreign bottoms. 
But the boom was short-livA. 
It had resulted largely from the 
fact that foreign countries de­ 
voted their first post-war efforts 
to restoring regular cargo liner 
service. Tramps, of course, keep 
no schedule but follow a chancy 
course from port to port, picking 
up what cargo they can. 


Before long foreign nations re­ 
turned to this trade. The United 


States actually helped them by 
selling them much surplus mer­ 
chant marine tonnage so they 
could replace their wartime losses. 
They caught up quickly. 
Today 
the 
American 
tramp 
shipping industry is down to 100 
ships manned by 4000 men. Not 
all this shrinkage can be blamed 
on rising competition. 
Foreign 
trade as a whole is well below 
early post-war levels. But the 
fact is this dwindling tramp fleet 
is likely to be wiped out com­ 
pletely if present trends continue. 
The U. S. maritime commission 
believes the industry should be 
saved. A tramp shipping commit­ 
tee of the commission studied the 


matter for two years and con­ 
cluded the government ought to 
subsidize a fleet of some 200 
tramp steamers. A bill authoriz­ 
ing such a subsidy is now before 
Congress. 
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Sui^;xirters of the idea argue 
that these ships would provide a 
useful reserve to call upon in 
event of another war emergency. 
They contend also that this na­ 
tion ships many bulk products 
like coal, grain, fertilizer and 
paper which make suitable car­ 
goes for tramps. 
The commission’s study showed, 
however, that American tramp 
vessels can’t meet foreign oper­ 
ators’ freight rates because their 
costs are a third to a half higher 
than on foreign ships. 
For ex­ 
ample, it costs $928 a day to op­ 
erate a U. S. Liberty ship in 
tramp services, while a British 
vesMl of the same size can be 
operated for $457. 
Congress in 1936 authorized op­ 
erating subsidies for regular car­ 
go liners. No provision was made 
then for tramps because they did 
not exist. 
But the commission 
and other backers of a permanent 
tramp fleet believe it makes sense 
to extend the principle to cover 
that kind of service. 
They are 
seeking a decision in the current 
Congress.

Powerful Forces Delay Kefauver 
Resolution to Investigate Crime 
By Drew Pea rso n 


WASHINGTON—There’s more than meets 
the e y e behind the my sterious maneuvering to 
block the Kefauver resolution for an invest­ 
igation a t organized crime and gambling in 
the U. S. A. It is now April. The Kefauver 
investigation was first proposed in January . 
Yet it hasn’t even passed the Senate. 
Officially , the delay is part of usual Senate 
routine—the question of which committee shall 
investigate what, etc. 
But behind the question of which Senator 
shall do the crime-gambling investigating, some 
powerful forces are at work which don’t want 
any investigating, at all. 
Senator Kefauver, 
himself, has had all sorts of personal pressure 
brought by friends he never dreamed were close 
to the gamble;-s asking him to sidetrack his 
probe. 
Kefauver is standing pat, though one 
or two of his colleagues may not be so scrup­ 
ulous. 
Crime Ridden California 
Meanwhile, more amazing revelations have 
come to light in the second most populous state 
in the union, California, where law enforcement 
is in tha hands of Attorney General Fred How- 
aer, notorious for his friendship with the 
gamblers. 
It has now been revealed by the California 
Crime Commission that one of Howser’s ex- 
aides, George Rochester, received around $400 
from the Al Capone of California, Jack Dragna, 
at the very time Dragna’s racing news service 
was under attack. 
Rochester, friend and former aide of Attorney 
General Howser, was in charge of a committe 
investigating loan companies which whitewashed 
the Guaranty Finance C^pany . Despite this, 
it was later indicted by a Los Angeles County 
Grand Jury , indapendant of Howser, as being 
a collection agency ta r gamblers. 
According to Warren Olney , counsel of the 
California Crime Commission, Howser’s office 
exerted “inexplicable intervention” on behalf 
a t the Guaranty Finance Corporation at the 
very same time George Rochester, Howser’s 
ax-aide, was receiving pay ments from California 
gambling czar Jack Dragna. 
These are some of the amazing developments 
which npt only would be scrutinized but might 
induce federal legislation—if Senator Kcfauvcr’s 
kicked-around resolution ever passes the senate.

Mr. Average might love to hear 
his own sy mphony orchestra in 
a full concert and he probably 
in this country . They are so l*k^” enjoy s an evening at the movies 
up with opera and its merits that 
fiood technicolor musical 
they are willing to have a por­ 
tion of their taxes to go into its 
support. These people are no less 
concerned about their taxes than 
we are. 
Amarkans Not Opara-Mindad 
The musical minded people in 
tnis country and in Inland have 
adopted and eagerly supported 
every form of musical and the­ 
atrical entertainment of the old 
world but one—opera. And it is 
a combination of the two. Opera 
has been brought into this country 
much in the same manner that 
some of the other European cus­ 
toms and trends have.

Some au­ 
th orities h ad long felt th at was

to r aids. But, as an ex - 
perimait, th ey put th e batteries 
in little blue cloth pockets and 
strapped th em on th e ch ildren’s 
backs, io th at wh en th ey fell for­ 
ward th ey wouldn’t smash th em. 
After only two years, th e ex ­ 
periment sh ows signs of being 
successful. Th e first “graduates 
of th e h earing aid kindergarten 
seem to h ave “sweeter and more 
natural” voices th an th e average 
totally deaf ch ild.

One of th e biggest problems 
with th e deaf is employment, so

Th e sch ool works closely with 
th e Hearing Foundation to con­ 
vince employers th at th e deaf 
make good workers.

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McCarthy 
Speech Not 
So Specific 


Softens Charges as 
Made in Senate 
On Lattimore and 
Couple of Others 


WASHINGTON, April 8 


— (/P) — Senator McCarthy 
in a new attack on the State 
Department, today omitted 
his specific charges of spy 
ing and Communism, and 
the State Department as- 
serted he was now "bleating 
like a lamb." 


And Owen J. Lattimore declar- 


ed that the Wisconsin Republican 
Senator's speech amounted to a 
retraction of his accusation that 
Lattimore is the top Soviet agent 
in th« State Department. 


In a public speech at Passaic, 


N. J., where h« did n#t have the 
immunity from suits which sur- 
rounds remarks in the Senate, 
McCarthy noticeably softened his 
charges against Lattimore and two 
State Department employes. 


For example, he said that Lat- 


timore, Johns Hopkins xuiiversity 
Tar Eastern expert, is "selling our 
State Department" a program 
"identical to the planks in the 
platform of the C o m m u n i s t 
party." 
Drop* Immunity Cloak 


Tonight John E. Peurifox, the 


State Department's security chief, 
issued a statement saying: 
"Senator McCarthy roared like 


a lion when he wore the cloak of 
congressional immunity. Now he, 
discards his immunity, strikes the 
•pose of a hero and bleats like 


a lamb. 


"When he dropped his cloak of 


immunity, he also dropped the 
substance of his first charges." 


Those accusations were made 


originally in two speeches on the 
Senate floor, one last February 
and the other a little more than 
a week ago, and before a Senate 
committee where he also had im- 
munity. 
* 


Peurifoy did not refer 'at all to 


Lattimore, who the department 
iay» has never been employed by 
It. 


Lattimore spoke up. for him- 


self, declaring in a statement that 
McCarthy's speech today was "a 
retraction of his libelous and fan- 
tastic accusations." 


Specifically, McCarthy did not 


repeat his charges that Lattimore, 
whom he has called a top archi- 
tect of U. S. Far Eastern policy, 
is a Russian espionage agent and 
a Communist party, member or a 
former one. 
Assails Jessup and Service 
McCarthy in his speech renew- 


ed his attack on Philip C. Jessup, 
right hand adviser to Secretary of 
State Acheson, and John S. Ser- 
vice, U. S. diplomat. 


He failed also to repeat some 


of his charges against Jessup and 
Service. He dared them to sue 
him for libel. 


Peurifoy did not mention either 


man by name in his brief state- 
ment, but m an obvious refer- 
ence 
to 
McCarthy's 
previous 


charges about Jessup, he said: 


"The man whom Senator Mc- 


Carthy first charges with 'an un- 
usual 
affinity 
for 
Communist 


causes' is now a man who was 
once connected with an organi- 
zation the senator does not like." 


And of the Service case, Peuri- 


foy said: 


"The man whom Senator Mc- 


Carthy first tried to label as one 
of a group of 'card-carrying Com- 
munists' 
now is described in 


carefully-phrased inuendo. 


"In that innuendo the Senator 


conceals the fact that this man 
was reinstated in the Depart- 
ment of State by former Secre- 
tary of State (James F.) Byrnes 
and Undersecretary of State (Jo- 
seph) Grew, both of whose let- 
ters on the subject were made 
public by them at the time. As 
a senator ought to know, this case 
is now being reviewed by the 
president's loyalty board." 


This was; a reference to the fact 


tb»t Service has been recalled 
from India to appear before the 
top loyalty board. 
The depart- 


ment has said its loyalty board 
cleared him. 
In another connection, Peuri- 


foy said McCarthy's charges are 
damaging the State Department 
throughout the world. Speaking 
on an ABC radio interview, he 
said the senator's "wild charges" 
have done "immeasurable harm."

'ion early Thursday, thieves broke 
into an adjacent bar and stole 
$600, two wrist watches and some 
liquor last night. 


The tavern is located at 720 


Truman Road, the big crosstown 
thoroughfare named for the pres- 
ident. The place where the two 
Charlies fell and died in pools of 
blood is 71ff and 
716 Truman 


Road.

The Kansas City Star said that 


in view of the wide publicity 
given the Binaggio slaying, thieves 
must have been aware the Demo- 
cratic club would be under guard. 
This, the paper said, "led to the 
conjecture that the theft may 
have been a cover-up for some 
more devious purpose." Police had 
no comment on this suggestion. 


A safe and strong box were 


opened officially in the club to- 
day but investigators said these 
yielded no significant clues to the 
twin shootings that have had 
repercussions in the state and na- 
tional capital. 
Denials Are Voiced 
In St. Louis, the Star-Times re- 


ported Binaggio had tried to make 
political 
peace with 
President 


Truman in the last few weeks of 
his life. Three Kansas City men, 
who the newspaper said partici- 
pated in the plan, stoutly denied 
any knowledge of the maneuver. 


In its copyrighted article, the 


Star-Times said a committee of 
five had been set up to bring 
peace to the feuding Democratic 
factions in Kansas City and put 
a compromise candidate in the 
senatorial primary this year. For 
this peace Binaggio was to retire. 


The paper named the commit- 


tee as Floyd E. Jacobs, chairman, 
James M. Fendergast, Henry Mc- 
Kissick, Tim Moran and George 
A. Clark. 


Jacobs, a lawyer here who has 


not held a political office since 
1916, declared "I have never heard 
of the committee." 


Pendergast, a political rival of 


Binaggio's ci'owd and nephew of 
the late Kansas City boss, Tom 
Pendergast, said "it is ridiculous." 


Clark called the story "abso-

Mrs. Sedalia Missouri Webb, 


wife'of Thomas J. Webb, is here 
for a visit with her daughter, 
Mrs. W. G. Van Eaton, and Dr. 
Van Eaton, 1809 East Ninth street. 


Just how Mrs. Webb received 


the name of Sedalia Missouri she 
isn't quite sure, but according to 
stories told her, her father once 
had a girl friend here and named 
her for the town because of that. 
Her parents, of English and Irish 
ancestry, had never lived in Se- 
dalia or even Missouri. Their 
home was in Texas. Most of Mrs.

and

raiser, making a specialty of pure 
bred Poland China hogs. 


To Mr. and Mrs. Bobbitt were 


born four children. Dexter H., who 
married Garlic Bright and lives 
in Sweet Springs, and Cora Brag- 
unier, of the home, and two who 
are deceased, John Elmer, who 
drowned in 1911 and Fay A., who 
died in 1938. Mr. Bobbitt also 
died in 1911, on April 24. 


Mrs. Bobbitt still lives in the 


home her husband purchased in 
1868, three years after he was 
mustered out of the service at the 
close of the Civil War. 


Oldest Church Member 
The oldest living member of the 


Mt. Zion Christian church of 
Dunksburg, she attended services 
regularly as long as she was able 
and her contributions to the var- 
ious needs and activities of her 
church have been many and gen- 
erous.

The bureau said it would 
be "fail- most of the time in the 
gulf states," with only " a few 
scattered showers indicated for the 
southern Rockies plateau states 
and most of the Pacific states." 


The rest of the country fell into 


the path of a mass of cold air 
sweeping in from Canada. The 
bureau, predicted: 


"Cold and windy weather is ex- 


pected for Easter Sunday over 
the northern half of the United 
States from New England and 
middle Atlantic states westwards 
through the northern Rockies. 


"Skies will be clear in New 


England but considerable cloud- 
iness is expected in the? middle At- 
lantic states. 


Rain in Missouri Valley and 


rain or snow in upper Mississippi 
Valley. 


Snow in northern great plains, 


northern Rockies and upper Great 
Lakes region." 


While some 
sections 
were 


shivering under rain and snow, 
winter wheat crops in the south- 
west were sorely threatened by a 
drought which in some areas has 
lasted almost-without a break for 
months.

Friday night challenged an asser- 
tion by Senator Tydings (D-Md) 
that secret FBI information given 
to

Owen Lattimore of spying charges. 


Tydmgs immediately 
repeated 


his conclusion announced yester- 
day which he said is shared by 
lour oi the five members of a sub- 
committee hearing the accusations 
made by Senator McCarthy (R- 
Wis). 


Hickenloper, the fiith commit- 


teeman who today looked into the 
FBI's summary of Lsfttimore's loy- 
alty file, declared in a statement 
that the announced conclusion is 
not warranted by the information 
presented. 


Hickenlooper said he himself 


has not readied any conclusion OE 
the case of the Far Eastern expert 
who McCarthy asserts is Russia's 
biggest spy in America. The Towa 
senator said a full check of the 
actual file—not the FBI's sum- 
mary of it—together with all other 
"available information" is essent- 
ial before reaching a decision. 


This coincides with the conten- 


tion of McCarthy who says his 
whole array of charges of Com- 
munism in the state department 
will stand or fall on the Lattimore 
case. But President Truman has 
reatlirmed his stand that Congress 
isn't going to go looking into FBI 
files. 


Make* Prompt Reply 
Tydings, chairman ot the foreign 
relations subcommittee conducting 
the inquiry, said in a statement at 
Hot Springs, Va., tonight in reply 
to Hickenlooper: 


1. Two weeks ago all comrnit- 


teemen but Hickenlooper (he was 
out of town) heard read in the 
presence of FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover a complete summary of the 
FBI file on Lattimore. 


2. Then "we exchanged certain 


opinions. Subsequent to that Sen- 
ator Lodge 
(R-Mass) made a 


speech on the floor at the Senate 
in which he said that none of the 
charges made by Senator McCar- 
thy had thus far been proved." 


3. "Obviously 
therefore, 
the 


other 
four members 
(Senators 


Green, Rhode Island 
Democrat, 


and McMahon, Connecticut Demo- 
crat, were the remaining two 
members) 
were in substantia 


agreement on what the file con- 
tained, considering Senator Lod- 
ge's speech after he heard if 
read." 


4. "Thus, when I said that four 


members ni our committee who 
were present when the file was 
read saw nothing in the file to 
prove that Mr. Lattimore had ever 
been a Communist, a Communist 
^sympathizer or a Red spy, I ex- 
'pressed the combined opinion* of

Tydings announced his conclu-

Postmasters 
Under Civil 
Service Law 


Harry B. Mitchell, President of 


the United States Civil Service 
Commission, has issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 


A large part of the American 


public fails to realize that post- 
masters are civil service officials, 
appointed under the civil service 
system, and entitled to all the 
rights and Privileges of the law. 


Postmasters were brought under 


the Federal civil service system 
in 1938. 
Every postmaster not 


only has to qualify for appoint- 
ment through an examination 
given by ^he United States Civil 
Service Commission, but in the 
examination, he must be among 
the top 3 eligibles. 
After ap- 


pointment, like 
other 
Federal 


workers, the postmaster 
serves 


without limitation on his term, 
ubject to the same competent 
handling of his office, as is re- 
quired of all other civil service 
personnel. 


The country benefited when 


postmasters were placed under the 
competitive 
civil 
service. 
We 


should remember that not only 
post office clerks, carriers and 
supervisors, but postmasters them- 
selves are civil service workers 
appointed 
through competitive 


examinations. 
Postmasters 
are 


also under the Retirement Act. 
Full-Time Representation 
Today, a postmaster is a full- 


time representative of the Federal 
Government rendering 
particu- 


larly important service to his 
community. The postmaster and 
his employees are the most im- 
portant daily contact a citizen has 
with his Government. They bring 
the American system of Govern- 
ment close to the homes of the 
American people. 


I am glad to know that the 


National Association of Postmas- 
:ers is launching a campaign to 
inform the American public of 


the MB* position of postmasters !n 
the 
civil service system.

Civil Service Commission hope 
that this campaign will be emi- 
nently successful.

;heir attempts to conquer 
the 
world. 
China Focal Point 
He pointed out that Russia is 


preparing to do the same thing 
and that China is the most focal 
joint of the world today. China, 
Mr. Chang said, is known as one 
of the old, peaceful, conservative 
countries on the earth, and added 


that unfortunately she is included 
under the iron curtain. 


The speaker gave a brief his- 


tory of Chma.ywhich he said had 
been established more than a 
thousand yeais, in which there 
has been a frequent changing of 
rulers 
He gave an outline of 


the geography, area, political en- 
vision and population of the coun- 
try 
He told of the characteristics 


of the Chinese people, who for 
the most part, he said, are very 
honest, loyal and enthusiastic, 
then told of the educational sys- 
tem which now, he said, is mod- 
eled after the American system 
The lehgion includes all of the 


important religions of the world 
but China has none of its own 
Mr Chang said, and went on to 
tell of the clothing which in an- 
cient times custom insisted none 
of the skin must show and mos' 
of the body was covered with 
elaborate clothings, but now the 
western trend had taken over in 
clothing. 
Family ties, he said 


are close, foods are different no( 
m the things they use, but hi 
the cooking. Courtship and mar- 
riage have also changed to much 
the same as the American except 
it was not done publicly. 
Mr. 


Chang then told of the political 
set-up, giving the old and new 
causes of the declination of the 
Nationalist party. 


Could Not Take Dictatorship 
Concluding, Mr. Chang summed 


up the general picture of China 
and said that people the type of 
the Chinese, their culture, their 
iraditions, their methods of living, 
;heir ideals and family life could 
lot live under dictatorship. He said 
they will not have the patience 
of staying and living inside the 
iron curtain without seeing or 
learing the true world. He stated 
hat he thought that either Tse- 
tung will change his mind, be- 
coming an Asiatic Tito at once 
and just make a "non-surrender 
;o each other" negotiation with 
the Nationalist government co- 
operating with the democratic na- 
ions, especially the United States, 
o help China build up modern

code to make it flexible," he said.

Plan To Double Reservists 


Army Would Calf 
For Increase to a 
Total of 36ff,000 


WASHINGTON, April B^-W— 
The Army announced Friday a 
five-year plan for doubling the 
number of organized reservists 
who are paid for drilling. The aim 
is to be in a position to throw 25 
fully-manned divisions into emer 
gancy action. 
It calls for an increase from 


17d,Q(iO to 367,000 in the number 
of 'men eligible for drill pay. In 
addition there would be 625,000 
Ik the volunteer reserves who 
would not receive drill pay but 
would be eligible for 15 days' 
paid active duty a year. 
Schools would be provided for 


moat Individuals unable to get 
training in units. 
President Truman has approved 


the sharply increased reserve 
training schedule, Karl R. Ben- 
dctacn, assistant Army secretary, 
•aid. In 1948, Mr. Truman strongly 
criticized the Army's reserve pro- 
gram as inadequate. 


The program would give the 


Army a nucleus of 25 divisions in 
ease of war, arid 25 others which 
ceuld be rounded out, Bendetsen 
explained. 


The fully manned 25 would be 


made up of the Army's 10 regular 
divisions, and 15 from the Nat- 
ional Guard. . 


In addition, the Guard has 12 
other divisions. The five-year plan 
aims at 25 skeleton, divisions of 
organized reserves. Thus the Army 
would have a trained framework 
far 62 divisions (10 regular army, 
87 national guard and 25 organized

WASHINGTON — <NEA)X— If 


Hawaii and Alaska are granted 
statehood, the first and biggest 
effect in the U.S. will be a tre- 
mendous boom in the flag-making 
businesS* It'll mean 
scrapping 


every American flag and buying 
n«w ones with two stars added: 
, As far as the Alaskans and 
Hawaiians go, it'll mean higher 
taxes- for them. They will have 
to start paying for some func- 
tions of a state government which 
are now paid for by Uncle Sam. 


But as far as the average U.S. 


citizen .is concerned, those two 
Important territories could join 
the federal fraternity without any- 
one noticing it. Hawaiian pine- 


' apple and Alaskan salmon \vould 
cost just as much. A vacation on 
Waikiki Beach would be just as 
•lusive to the average pocketbook 
and a summer's jaunt to the 
^state" of Alaska - Would :be just 
as difficult. 


Nor. would you see( a lot of 


Alaskans or lei-decked Hawaiians 
suddenly migrating to Kalamazoo. 
They've been U.S. citizens for 


many years with the privilege to 
live or travel any place in 
America. 
* * * 


The U.S. Senate, however, is the 


American institution which would 
be most immediately affected. It 
would get lour new members with 
full privileges of unlimited de- 
bate. And that's where the rub 
comes in the last step to state- 
hood. Some members feel it would 
give Alaska and Hawaii more of 
a 'voice in American affairs than 
their population . and importance 
now warrant. That thought may 
be the biggest stumbling block 
to final congressional approval of 
statehood. 


The big House of Representa- 


tives, which would only get three 
new members, one from Alaska 
and two from Hawaii, has twice 
voted to give the Pacific Paradise 
statehood. And recently, for th. 
first time, it voted to give Alaska 
that privilege. Senate action t 
all that's needed now. 


After Senate approval, consti- 


tutional conventions would hav< 
to be called in both territories 
to organize state governments anc 
write constitutions. If the Presi- 
dent then approved them, state- 
hood would be automatic. 


» * * 


Alaskans would feel the extra 


cost of their own state govern- 
ment most. The U. S. Treasury 
pays about one-quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars a year for Alaska's 
court system and a half million 
dollars caring for the insane there 
The $20,000,000 a year spent on 
roads in Alaska would probably 
continue to be paid by Uncle Sam 


Hawaii's 540,000 citizens would 


have to shoulder only an addi- 
tional quarter of a million which 
the U.S. spends there for some 
judges' salaries and other minor 
administrative matters. 


In 1894 Hawaii became a re- 


public, patterned after that of the 
U.S. In 1898 the islands were an- 
nexed and in 190Q the present ter- 
ritorial status was fixed. Today 
it has a population greater than 
six states and nearly equal to 
four others. 


Alaska's permanent population 


is estimated to be 70,000 white 
American 
citizens 
from every 


state and 30,000 Indians and Eki- 
mos. Almost half of the present 
states come into the Union with 
fewer people than Alaska has.

U. S. Tramp Shipping Seeks 
Aid to Keep From Sinking 


The American flag on tramp freighters is fast shrinking. 
By NEA Service 
NEW YORK —America's tramp 
shipping industry, little more than 
three years old, is facing an early 
death unless the federal govern- 
ment comes to its rescue. 


Virtually non-existent since the 


old clipper ship days, U. S. tramp 
shipping suddenly came to life at 
the end of World War II. Liberty 
and victory ships built in great 
numbers for the war began carry- 
ing millions of tons of post war 
relief and recovery materials to 
Europe and other continents. 


At the peak in June, 1947, near- 


ly 1500 tramp steamers employ- 
ing 60,000 American seamen were 
engaged in this traffic. It was a 
far cry from pre-war times when 
the one-third of U. S. commerce 
carried in tramps was transported 
entirely in foreign bottoms. 


But the boom was short-livaa. 


It had resulted largely from the 
fact that foreign countries de- 
voted their first post-war efforts 
to restoring regular cargo liner 
service. 
Tramps, of course, keep 


no schedule but follow a chancy 
course from port to port, picking 
up what cargo they can. 


States actually helped them by 
selling them much surplus mer- 
chant marine tonnage so they 
could replace their wartime losses. 
They caught up quickly. 


Today 
the 
American tramp 


shipping industry is down to 100 
ships manned by 4000 men. Not 
all this shrinkage can be blamed 
on rising competition. Foreign 
trade as a' whole is well below 
early post-war levels. But the 
fact is this dwindling tramp fleet 
is likely to be wiped out com- 
pletely if present trends continue. 


The U. S- maritime commission 


believes the industry should be 
saved. A tramp shipping commit- 
tee of the commission studied the 


Before long foreign nations re- 


turned to this trad*. The United 


matter for two years and- con- 
cluded . the government ought • to 
subsidize a fleet of some 200 
tramp steamers. A bill authoriz 
ing such a subsidy is now" before 
Congress. 


Supporters of the idea argue 


that these ships would provide a 
useful reserve to call upon in 
event of another war emergency 
They contend also -that this na 
tion ships many bulk products 
like coal, grain, fertilizer and 
paper which make suitable car- 
goes for tramps. 


The commission's study showed, 


however, that American tramp 
Vessels ;can't meet foreign oper- 
ators' freight rates because their 
costs are a third to a half higher 
than on foreign ships. 
For ex- 


ample, it costs $928 a day • to. op- 
erate a U. S. Liberty ship in 
tramp services, while a British 
vessel of the same size can be 
operated for $457. 


Congress in 1936 authorized op- 


erating subsidies for regular car- 
go liners. No provision was made 
then for tramps because they did 
not exist. 
But the commission 


and other backers of a permanent 
tramp fleet believe it makes sense 
to extend the principle to cover 
that kind of service. 
They are 


seeking a decision in the current 
Congress.

That's L. L. Studer, Missouri Pacific dtatrict 
storekeeper. But more important — father of 
Mayor-elect Herb Studer, 


Many of the attributes of the father have 


been inherited and acquired by the son. The 
elder Studer has a good mind, 3s a polished 
public speaker, is unassuming in his friendly 
daily contacts, bearing with it all a forceful 
personality. He can be positive-minded 
and 


stern when occasion demands. 


Lou Studer contributed impetus to the elec- 


tion victory of his son. He knows something 
about politics himself. Years ago he was mayor 
of a town in Kansas, Osawatomie. He was not 
only a political advisor of his boy, but Lou 
was in there pitching all the time, right through 
to poll-closing time. "I want my boy to win," 
was his slogan. 


And win, the son did. 
Lou did not display any grandstand emotional 


ectasy when the victory became apparent. But 
inside he was a very happy man as he smiled 
and shifted in his mouth the ever-present cigar. 


Probably Lou Studer was thinking about the 


time years ago when he, too, was a candidate 
for mayor in Osawatomie, and of his father's 
candidacy many years before that in Elwood, 
Kansas.

with a very odd coincidence in the family tree, 
bearing this legend: 


(1) Herb E. Studer was elected Mayor of 


Sedalia, Missouri, at the age of 32 years. 


(2) His father (L. L. Studer) was elected 


Mayor of Osawatomie, Kansas, at the 
age of 32. 


(3) His grandfather (J. J. Studer) was elected 


Mayor of Elwood, Kansas at the age of 32. 


It is very doubtful, if ever in the history of 


the country, mayors have been elected from 
three generations. of one family, and all elected 
at the sam« age. 


Here is m family background to inspire Mayor- 


eleet Herb Studer. If he can sway a Democratic 
council to his non-partisan philosophy in local 
government he is destined for a broader politi- 
cal career in the future if he cares to pursue it. 


Another coincidence concerning the above 


story was that the initial paragraphs were 
written before I knew about Herb's grandfather 
having been a mayor. Ten minutes after I had 
finished writing about Herb and his father I 
met Herb's mother in the Democrat business 
office obtaining copies of the Democrat election 
edition.

Powerful Forces Delay Kefauver 
Resolution to Investigate Crime 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON—There's more than meets 


the eye behind the mysterious maneuvering to 
block the Kefauver resolution for an invest- 
igation of organized crime and gambling in 
the U. S. A. It is now April. The Kefauver 
investigation was first proposed in January. 
Yet it hasn't even passed the Senate. 


Officially, the delay is part of usual Senate 


routine—the question of which committee shall 
investigate what, etc. 


But behind the question of which Senator 


shall do the crime-gambling investigating, some 
powerful forces are at work which don't want 
any investigating, at all. Senator Kefauver, 
himself, has had all sorts of personal pressure 
brought by friends he never dreamed were close 
to the gamblers asking him to sidetrack his 
probe. 
Kefauver is standing pat, though one 


or two of his colleagues may not be so scrup- 
ulous. 
Crime Ridden California 
Meanwhile, more amazing revelations have 


come to light in the second most populous state 
in the union, California, where law enforcement 
is in the hands of Attorney General Fred How- 
ser, notorious for his friendship with the 
gamblers. 


It has now been revealed by the California 


Crime Commission that one of Howser's ex- 
aides, George Rochester, received around $400 
from the Al Capone of California, Jack Dragna, 
at the very time Dragna's racing news service 
was under attack. 


Rochester, friend and former aide of Attorney 


General Howser, was in charge of a committe 
investigating loan companies which whitewashed 
the Guaranty Finance Company. Despite this, 
it was later indicted by a Los Angeles County 
Grand Jury, independent of Howser, as being 
a collection agency for gamblers. 


According to Warren Olney, counsel of the 


California Crime Commission, Howser's office 
exerted "inexplicable intervention" on behalf 
of the Guaranty Finance Corporation at the 
very same time George Rochester, Howser's 
ex-aide, was receiving payments from California 
gambling czar Jack Dragna. 


These are some of the amazing developments 


which npt only would be scrutinized but might 
induce federal legislation—if Senator Kefauver's 
kicked-around resolution ever passes the senate.

This approach is unique in the 


old country. More often there, the 
galleries are quite full, when the 
boxes, where the aristocracy sup- 
posedly dwell, are empty. The na- 
tives of France, Germany and 
Italy, as well as a good number 
of the other European countries 
attend opera regularly, as would 
an over-enthusiastic movie goer; 
in this country. They are so taken 
up with opera and its merits that; 
they are willing to have a por- 
tion of their taxes to go into its 
support. These people are no less 
concerned about their taxes than 
we are. 


Americans Not Opera-Minded 
^ The musical minded people in 
tnis country and in England have 
adopted and eagerly supported 
every form of musical and the- 
atrical entertainment of the old 
world but one—opera. And it is 
a combination of the two. Opera 
has been brought into this country 
much in the same manner that 
some of the other European cus- 
toms and trends have. 


It may be that opera, being a 


foreign product, has added to its 
fascination. Since it has not been 
wildly acclaimed by the average 
man it has given the supporters 


fcf opera the feeling of aloofness 
and possessing a higher culture. 
The dwindling few opera backers, 
however, are becoming strained 
and weakened by the heavy fi- 
nancial load they have been bear- 
ing. 
Needs Backers 
Opera in the United States can 


no longer depend on these old 
backers. It must go to the musical 
public for support. Opera must 
find 
a popular audience that 


doesn't even exist. This audience 
could be made up of the average 
business man but it hasn't been 
and for several reasons. 


Mr. Average might love to hear 


his own symphony orchestra in 
a full concert and he probably 
enjoys an evening at the movies 
with a good technicolor musical 
He hasn't any specific knowledge 
about opera, or its history. On 
top of this if he were to go to 
his first opera he wouldn't have 
the slightest idea of what he was 
going to hear. 
With this non- 


existent background and a recol- 
lection of several jokes on this 
"new thing" he might squirm in 
his seat awaiting the beginning 
of the performance with a burn- 
ing curiosity and an inner fear 
of a dull evening. 
Then Trouble Begins 
The curtain on the evening's 


presentation, Faust, rises and the 
house lights dim. He is caught 
in his attention to the short pre- 
lude being played by the orch- 
estra. Then he sees Faust seated 
in his study. "Ah," he might muse, 
"this may be good after all." The 


orchestra offers up a somber re- 
flective phrase and he becomes 
interested. Faust stands and pours 
a liquid into a goblet and then 
sings the ana, "Maudites soyez- 
vous." Here his trouble begins. 


"Wonder what he said," Mr 


Average might ask. "Was tha< 
liquid wine, vodka or poison?' 
might be the next question. Act- 
ually it was poison, but Mr. Aver- 
age, 
speaking French in no less 


than two words, Oui and Merci 
is left with his unanswered ques- 
tions. He shakes his head and sets 
his jaw, determined to get some- 
thing out of this spectacle. He 
decides that he can get the drift 
of the plot by watching actors 
This hope is soon exploded, how- 
ever, and the opera proceeds. The 
music is superb; the singing de- 
lightful.

Just Confusion 
Then just as he thinks he has

The result of ail 
this is most distressing and leaves 
Mr. Average in a fit of confusion 
Finally, tor the sake of resting his 
overtaxed brain, he merely sits 
back and listens to the lovely 
voices and the haunting music.

Two-Year-Olds go to <Junior High' 
To Learn to Use Their New Hearing

NEW YORK—(NBA)—The firs 


Sunday after four-year-old Kenn 
was fitted with a hearing aid, h 
was so happy that he was askec 
to leave church. It seems he wa 
getting a noisy thrill out of th 
sounds he made when he kickec 
the pew in front of him. 


Kenny, now five, is a handsome 


bright-eyed lad, but totally deaf 
He attends Junior High School 4' 
an elementary and junioi higi 
school for the deaf and hard o 
hearing. Like most of the 56 
full-time pupils, he started when 
he was two. 


The school takes children a 


that young age because, say 
Principal Harriet F. McLaughlin 
deaf youngsters need extra scboo 
years to keep up with norma 
children. 
The deaf must firs 


learn to understand what people 
are saying before they can begin 
to absorb school work. 


It was only in 1948 that the 


school decided to let two-year- 
olds use hearing aids. Some au- 
thorities had long lelt that was 
too young for aids. But, as an ex- 
periment, they put the batteries 
in little blue cloth pockets anc 
strapped them on the children's 
backs, so that when they fell for- 
ward they wouldn't smash them 


After only two years, the ex- 


periment shows signs of beinj 
successful. The first "graduates' 
of the hearing aid kindergarten 
seem to have "sweeter and more 
natural" voices than the average 
totally deaf 
child. 
Most deaf 


youngsters, unaware of norma: 
speech patterns, talk in a dull 
monotone. 


"People don't understand," says 


Miss 
McLaughlin, 
"that 
these 


children have to learn to use an 
aid. They can't simply put one 
on and immediately hear com- 
plete words. 
At first, they just 


hear noises. It's a tremendous 
thrill for them."

AM MiM Mclaughlin points out, 


persons with normal hearing un- 
consciously weed out the sounds 
they want to hear from the bab- 
ble around them. Deaf children, 
when they first put on a hearing 
aid, can't do that. 


The voice of the teacher is just 


one sound in a noisy bedlam, al- 


most indistinguishable 
-from th 


rattle of the window shade, th 
traffic 
noises outside and th 


scratchings of pens on paper. ] 
takes a long time for a child, wh 
has never known normal hearing 
to acquire the facility or strainin 
out the sounds he doesn't want t 
listen to. 


To help them, P. S. 47 has re 


corded conversations, with othe 
noises such as might be found i 


school or in a factory. 
Wit 


practice, may learn to pick ou 
the conversation and ignore th 
extraneous sounds. 


One child said he liked the aid 


but couldn't stand it when he wa 
eating. The noise of silverware 
clinking against plates—a sound 
the normal ear rarely notices— 
was too overpowering. 


Besides special instructions, such 


as that with hearing aids and lip 
reading, the school gives regula 
academic training. The classes ar 
small, however, with no more than 
10 pupils to a class. The facultj 
is all specially trained and th 
desks are all equipped with micro- 
phones and earphones. 


One of the biggest problems 


with the deaf is employment, so 
Junior High 47 is giving its pupils 
a head start. Pre-vocatlonal shop 
training is given in a variety o 
trades — printing, 
woodworking 


cooking, metalworking, sewing. 


The school works closely with 


the Hearing Foundation to con- 
vince employers that the deaf 
make good workers. But, with one 
or two exceptions, all the gradu- 
ates go on to regular senior high 
schools. Many have gone to col- 
ege, too. 


In the 42 years of its existence 


;he school has turned out children 
who later become college profes- 
sors, artists, draftsmen, models 
msinessmen and even one who is 
an atomic scientist.
